IT’S UP TO THE PEOPLE 

The goo? Bishop Tihen of Denver 
thunders against the business dictum that 
the dealer is entitled to all the profit he 
can get. Yet, since there is nobody 
authorized to prescribe profits and there 
is no moral code that says what shéuld be 
the percentage of margin, we take if the 
dealer will go right along getting all he 
ean get for what he has to sell, ;Preacher 
“aud “lawyét; “doctor and wage carner are 
one in their effort to get as big a salary 
and wage as they can get. They don’t 
decline a flattering offer. because they. 
don’t consider themselves flattered. They 
think their commodity, which is service, 


is worth all they can get for it. So a 


merchant gets every dollar he can get for 
his commodities and hold his trade. If 
he charges too much competition. will 
regulate affairs to his disadvantage. ‘Too 
much’’ means more than the other fel- 
low charges. The English speaking race, 
we believe, is the only people whose 
merchants frankly state the selling price 
of their goods—take ’em or leave ’em. 
Tn the Latin; Greek- or Orientalnations 
one barters. It is a’matter of endurance 
and shrugging of shoulders and heap talk. 
The merchant puts up the price in ex- 
pectation of being».beaten down. One 
can’t call a dealér a robber who frankly 
marks the price of the goods, unless he 
has a monopoly.. There is not a monopoly 
in retailing in. this country. The only 
exception to this is on those items con- 
trolled by the manufacturing trust which 
designates the retail price on penalty of 
refusing to sell to an anderselling retailer. 
Patented articles are frequently sold un- 
der such restriction. Some of -the pack- 
ers’ supplies are, possibly, sold that way. 
But, generally speaking, competition 
regulates prices-—that and the desire of 
the merchant to handle an increasing 
volume of goods. 


“FOOLISH CITY FOLK 


The News has said again and again 
that apart of the high cost of living is 
the people’s own fault, and to show that 
others think along those same lines we 
reproduce the following from the Antioch 
Ledger: 5 

Our folks in the cities are a fine, con- 
sistent family, to be sure. They sit 
around the house and yowl about the high 
cost of living, shriek at the prices the 
farmers, retailers and commission men 
are charging, and then trip lightly to the 
phone, call'up the grocer and the butcher 
and order them to send up this, that and 
other food articles without a question of 
price! 

The butcher or grocer charges: what he 
pleases. He,adds a percentage for the 
telephone, for the telephone girl, for the. 
auto truck in which deliveries are made, 
for the gasoline, for expected new tires, 
for his garage building, for the auto 
drivers’ wages, for the wear and tear, 
ang. perhaps for another machine that 
must soon follow this one. Then the 
chances are, he adds another ‘percentage 
as profit for the money invested in pay- 
ment of all these delivery expenses he 
is put fo. , 

What a difference from the days of our 
fathers and grandfathers. In the ‘70s 
and ’80s you’d see dad or granddad set 
forth from the house on Saturday evening,

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market. basket-on-one-arm, wife on the 
other arm. They proceeded by foot, or 
~rode if they had a bueev or carriage, to 
the market or market logality. Arriving 
there, they moved from stall to stall or 
counter to counter, pricing meats. and 
foods as they went along and gradually 
filling that basket with good things to 
eat at reasonable prices. Usually there 
was a bargain or,two in that basket. 


what’ they needed. If they didn’t have 
what they wanted it was their own fault. 
No trouble over wrong deliveries “and 
poor grades of goods at high prices. Nor 
did they pay the grocer for a lot of ex- 
pensive delivery charges. 

And people lived~well in those days. 
The food was not put up in brilliantly 
printed packages, but it was as good, or 
better. If an article didn’t look right 
dad and granddad didn’t buy it. 


Our high cost of living wouldn’t be 


anything like as high if father and 
mother went to market, as all fathers and 
mothers of over 30 years ago did. But 
whether we know it or not, a snobbish- 
ness has entered.our systems that makes 
such direct buying impossible any more, 
and therefore we sit around supremely 
and futilely yowl about the horrible way 
the money is going.

Easy to See Many-Advantages-in New 
Methods Rapidly Being Brought 
to Porfection. 

Heretofore we Rave bought medical 
service at retail. Now Glasgow Is try- 
ing out a plan to, sell medical service 
wholesale. 

What Glasgow is striving to do is 
this: Divide the city in districts and 
provide free dispensaries and-free doc- 
tors to all who need medical attention. 

It is claimed that such a scheme will 
reduce the death rate, because many 
poor people vow skimp thelr families 
in the matter of health precautions. 

And the doctors like it, also. They 
work fewer hours and a standard pay 
is guaranteed. 

Withal, the Glasgow plan of whole- 
sale doctoring is said to be cheaper 
than our old-fashioned retail method, 
“Girard” writes in the Philadelphia 
Press. 

American cities have made half-a 
step toward such doctoring of the peo- 
ple in wholesale lots. 

We have boards of health and health 
bureaus. They administer in a gen- 
eral way and they administer in whole- 
sale doses.

MAKES NEW USE OF ECHOES 


Inventor’s Idea May Do Away With 
the Old Practice ‘Known as 
“Heaving the Lead.” 

En inventor in Oakland, Cal., has 
found a new and practical ‘uses for 
echoes, and as a result the time may 
come when the practice of “heaving 
the lead” at sea will be known only 
in-historieal- novels-and-old-maritime 
history. The marimeter, as the new 
device is called, sends a sound from: 
the keel of the ship to the bottom of 
the sea; the sound comes back as an 
echo, and the journey, automatically 


into terms of length. The report.shows 


bottom, calculated from the known 
speed of the sound-wave in salt water, 
and the knowledge may be acquired at 
the rate of four soundings a minute, 
which Is very much faster than by the 
older methods. The marimeter, to be 
sure, has only recently gone to sea, 
If indeed the steamer Governor, which 
will carry the first of them, has’ yet

the instrument promises to add ma- 
terially to. the security of ocean traf- 
fie. ° 


Science and Soap Bubbles. 

Sir James Dewar, the English pro- 
fessor of chemistry, who, has made 
soap bubbles which he kept Intact for 
more than a year, says that when a 
soap bubble becomes very old, say in 
three or four days, it-offers the only | 
possible exumple of the molecule vis- 
ible to the naked eye. In the soap 
bubble. ordinarily there are about 100 
layers of molecules, but scientific treat- 
Ment has produced black spots - in. 
which there is only a single tayér, so 
thin that Sir James estimates that .it 
would take one and one-third mil- 
lion like it-superimposed to make an 
inch. 


insures Crusoe’s Musket. 

The musket said to have been given 
to Alexander Selkirk when he was put 
ashore on the Island of Juan Fernan- 
dez, 400 miles off the Chilean coast, 
has been going the rounds of British 
museums. 

It was Selkirk’s adventures upon 
which was based De Foe's famous 
story, “Robinson Crusoe.” The musket 
is inscribed with the name of “A, Sel- 
kirk Largo, 1771.” It was purchased 
by Randolph Berens for $6.25. but the 
owner has insured it for $10,000.

The most spbarete and the largest 
map in the world Is the “valuation” 
map of the city of London, which was 
some twenty years in the making, and 
which is more than thirty feet wide 
and twenty feat from top to bottom, 
The map 1s. of the metropolitan dis- 
trict of London, embracing an area of 
115 square miles, and every house, 
shop and pléce of property in that 
area Is shown. Nearly 40,000 separate 
estates are listed. 

Some curious and interesting facts 
about London landlords are shown by 
the great map. The wealthiest estate 
is that of the duke of Westminster, 
400 acres, with a rent roll of $15,000,- 
000 per year. This is not by any means 
the largest estate in London, however, 
though fts location makes it the most 
valuable. In South London ts one es- 
tate which covers four square miles, 
and there are several exceeding two 
Square miles. Lord Howard de Wal- 
den's estate brings {n rents to the 
amount of $10,000,000 per annum, and 
the 250 acres belonging to the duke of 
Bedford rent for $10,500,000 per year. 
Lord Northampton, the duke of Nor- 
folk; Lord Portman and Earl Cadogan 
each own around 200 acres of city 
property, and their rents run from 
about $5,000,000 to $8,000,000 per year 
each. Not a bad idea to let a city like 
London grow up around one’s farm.
